New York, Ap ril 12.—General Fred­ 
erick Dent Grant, commander o f the 
dep artment o f the east, died o f heart 
failure at 12:30 o'clock this morning 
In the Hotel Buckingham, at Fiftieth 
street and Fifth av enue. 
He was seized with a choking sen­ 
sation at 11 o’clock last night and in 
sp ite of the efforts of a group of dis­ 
tinguished p hysicians and 
surgeons, 
headed by Dr. Robert Abbe, he ex­ 
p ired in an hour and a half. 
Operated o n at Ho spital. 
On Tuesday General Grant went to 
St. Luke’s hosp ital lor treatment, be­ 
ing recorded 
there 
under 
another 
name. 
Great secrecy was being kep t 
by the authorities as to his p resence, 
it is rep orted that the general was 
op erated on Wednesday for a cancer­ 
ous growth at the base of the tongue, 
and that his death last nigljt was the 
result of a collap se. 
He had been in the south for some 
time, seeking relief at Sarasota, Fla., 
at the estate of his sister-iu-law, Mrs. 
Potter I aimer of Chicago, but return­ 
ed to New York last week. 
General G rant’s condition ev idently 
became worse late yesterday after­ 
noon, os it. was 
decided 
to 
remov e 
him to the Buckingham, a quiet and 
exclusiv e hostelry, where he could be 
surrounded by all of His family with­ 
out discomfort. 
He reached there in 
an automobile with Mrs. Grant and 
Lieut. Marion W. Howze of Gov ern­ 
or's Island about 9:30 o’clock 
last 
night. 
The p arty did 
not 
register, 
again desiring secrecy, and were as­ 
signed by Manager Leland Sterry to 
ap artm ent 185 on the fifth floor. 


Fatal Seizure Co mes in Ro o m. 
General Grant was able to walk, as­ 
sisted by his 
wife 
and 
Lieutenant 
Howze, from the automobile Into the 
hotel lobby. 
The fatal seizure came 
two hours after his room was reach­ 
ed, and In sp ite of all the efforts of 
the doctors the general exiijred 
at 
12:30 o’clock this morning. 
A bulletin issued at 1 o'clock this, 
morning by Drs. Robert Abbe and E. 
G. Dentch says: 
“General Frederick Dent Grant died 
suddenly of heart failure without p re­ 
monition 
at the 
Buckingham 
hotel 
aftcp - midnight, after retiring at 9:30 
p . in., ap p arently in better condition 
than for sev eral weeks. 
“He had returned from his 
recent 
trip much imp rov ed and looking re­ 
markably 
well 
and 
v igorous. 
His 
medical condition since his return has 
giv en no anxiety to his p hysicians, 
who had been with him during the 
day and congratulated him 
on 
his 
good health. 
He exp ressed himself 
as feeling rejoiced 
at his 
renewed 
strength. 
General Grunt 
had 
been 
suffering from diabetes and the at­ 
tendant digestiv e disturbances which 
seemed to be, howev er, p erfectly un­ 
der control. 
“The 
sudden 
fatal 
termination 
came as a great surp rise. 
His wife 
and nurse Were with him at the time. 
The p hysicians who were 
called 
at 
once found that the heart had stop ­ 
p ed instantly.” 
Major General Grant was born in 
St. Louis May 30, 1850, the son of 
President Ulysses S. and Julia Dent 
Grant. 
In 1867 he was ap p ointed to 
the United States Military academy 
at W est Point, from which school he 
graduated in 1871. 
He was married 
October 24, 1874, 
to 
Miss 
Ida 
M. 
Ilonore of Chicago. 
Serv ed in Po rto Rico . 
, Major General Grant’s first com­ 
mand was as second lieutenant in the 
Fourth Cav alry. 
He serv ed on the In­ 
dian frontier from 1873 to 1881. 
He 
resigned from the ariny October 3, j H eading 
1881. 
In 1885 he was ap p ointed by Presi­ 
dent Harrison as minister to Austria. 
He was p olice commissioner of New 
York, 1891 to 1898. 
At the outbreak 
of the Sp anifih-Arnerican war he was 
ap p ointed colonel of the 
Fourteenth 
New York infantry, In 1899 being ad­ 
v anced to the p ost of brigadier gen­ 
eral of v olunteers and later adv anced 
to the same rank in the regular army 
His ap p ointment to the p osition of 
major general, which he held at the 
time of his death, was In 1901. 1 , 
Major General Grant serv ed in Por­ 
to Rico one year, and after the war 
commanded the military district 
of 
Son Juan.

HERE is one g ood point about 
the spring suit this y ear: coats 
are made in leng ths to suit the 
fig ure. The stout woman 1« not 
g iven a short coat, while the slig ht 
woman who looks her best In a hip 
leng th jacket may have It. While the 
short coats are decidedly to tho fore, 
the hip and the three-q uarter leng ths 
are shown, too. 
* 
As to skirts, suit skirts, those de­ 
sig ned for street wear beneath long 
coats or for house wear, all are nar­ 
row, thoug h Bo rne are slashed at tho 
left or at the side, revealing a drop 
skirt 
sometimes 
most 
elaborately 
trimmed with braid. 
Others are cut 
in the simulated tunic effect. 
Summarizing the salient features of 
the spring suit are 
the 
following 
ideas: The hlpless fig ure continues; 
there is a g radual return of the nor­ 
mal waist line; the sleeves aro three- 
q uarter and full leng th and usually 
set In plain at the armholes; there 1« 
a slig ht Increase in skirt width, but 
the straig ht line continues.

Shopkeepers realize, 
however, that a g arment of this ty pe 
is ex tremely difficult to wear and they 
are modify ing these cutaway coats so 
as to make them a bit more practical. 
The majority of the cutaway models 
shown In the shops are not cutaway 
until they come below the waist line, 
and then are cut in either round 
or 
pointed effect, both being In favor. 
As trimming s are confined larg ely 
to the collars, revers and « uffs of the 
suits, these are g iven a g reat deal of 
attention, and it is freq uently the cut 
of a collar or a rever that makes or 
mars the entire costume. Shawl col­ 
lars are ag ain seen, but in most In­ 
stances they do not have as larg e 
revers as in the last season.

Most of these 
collars are either basted or buttoned 
on so that they may bo readily 
tubbed. 
Machine and hand embroi­ 
dery Is used on some of the suits, but 
only sparing ly . 
In the plain tailored suits the reg u­ 
lation coat sleeve is seen almost en­ 
tirely . 
In the dressier models they 
are making a number of set in sleeves.

versity began 
rioting 
in the city ’s 
streets last night, driving p olice and 
firemen before them, smashing win­ 
dows and firing revolvers. 
At this 
tim e they are holding tho city in ter­ 
ror and are damaging dormitories and 
other college buildings. 
The arrest of eleven students for 
p lay ing baseball in the streets of Val­ 
p araiso last week Is sup p osed to have 
caused the rioting. 
The trouble started at the university 
when the grembers of two classes en­ 
gaged In a rush. 
For an hour or two 
the students fought one another. Then 
there was a rush for the town. 
The 
classes, Joining forces, y elled, fired re­ 
volvers and smashed windows as the 
mob swep t through the streets. 
The students headed for the Me­ 
morial op era house, where a vaude­ 
ville show was in p rogress. 
In the 
op era house was an audience of 800 
to 900 p ersons, many of them women 
and children, who, not knowing what 
had caused the trouble, rushed out as 
the students fought to gain admission 
Ride doors were op ened while the bat­ 
tle raged and the women and children 
left through those exits. 
T he rioters 
swep t into the house, smashing Beats 
and firing revolvers. 
Returning to the collegs on a hill 
near town, the students used the same 
tactics they bad emp loy ed In the city . 
Dormitories were visited and tho few 
students who had not joined in the 
general rush were taken from beds 
and comp elled to take p art in the riot 
ing. 
Many doors and windows were 
smashed.
